It Is well lo go over the small fruit planta­ 
tions aud dross them up for the Summer cam­ 
paign, 
Tho surface drcsglugof manure which 
should have been placed around them last 
Autumn m u.t now be cartful^ forked under 
the soil—forked, I say, as a spade Is too apt 
to mutilate the roots. 
Currants, perhaps, 
need more uttenlion in the way of pruning 
than anything else In this department. 
They 
require Borne little experience to decide Just 
what should lie removed, as well as what 
should remain. 
Where the currant-borer has 
been abundant tho old wood should very gen­ 
erally be cut out, al least when any marks of 
his travels show on examination. 
What we 
want is plenty of sound healthy young shoots 
and no old, mossy bark. How any writer can 
recommend training currants to a single tree­ 
like stem, and then expect to have a frequent 
renewal of young wood, is more than I can 
ascertain. 
Raspt«*rries and blackberries need but little 
attention at this season, but that little should 
be given (bern. 
If Dot performed last Au­ 
tumn, (be old bearing canes, now deud,should 
of course be removed and the young canes 
trimmed in somewhat uud neatly tied to 
stakes. 
The system of Summer pinching ob­ 
viates iu a great measure after-pruning, and 
In addition makes a much finer shaped plant. 
I do not favor severe Summer pinching, but 
an occasional stoppage of the strong growth 
induces more twigs and consequently more 
fruit; in other words, loaf buda arc more 
abundant as well as flower buds? and every 
oue knows, or should know, that to grow 
good fruit, wo must have an abondance of 
good foliage, the one can never be produced 
without the assistance of the other. 
Gooseberries are inclined to form too many 
twigs, many of which are barren. 
A careful 
thinning out of these superfluous branches is 
advisable, and bear la mind that gooseberries 
delight in good strong soli; one plant thor­ 
oughly enriched will produce moro fruit that 
is satisfactory, than a dozen weak bushes al­ 
lowed to grow at will. 
The farmer’s usual re­ 
ply to the good careful hausewifo is too often, 
“ Oil I never mind manuring them, gooseber­ 
ries will take Caro of themselves;” but I don't 
likomy fingers scratched for "nothing, and 
when I do sutler from sharp prickles, let it be 
for good plump fruit that tells in tho meas­ 
ure. 
I never approach the strawberry question 
without a feeling akin to that of tho belliger­ 
ent stranger, who, upon approaching a fair, 
inquired, “ Is this a free fight I” and received 
for an answer, “ It is,” accompanied with a 
blow between th o eyes. 
The great dissimi­ 
larity in judgment about the proper care of 
strawberries seems to make it a sort of neu­ 
tral ground, whereon there is a constant 
“ free light” of opinions, and lucky is he who 
does not receive a stroke from some one who 
holds a contrary opinion. 
I contend for re­ 
moving runners, fertilising the soil, mulching 
the surface, and not crowding the plants in 
garden culture; growers for m arket probably 
uudersUnd their business better than I do, so 
they may pass over this paragraph if they 
feel so inclined. 
Although grapes do not properly come un­ 
der the beading of small fruits, but form a 
kind of connecting link between tho two di­ 
visions, still I want to throw out a hint in re­ 
gard lo their needs, now that Hit buds aru 
swelling. 
If the vines were trimmed last Au­ 
tumn or Winter (if not, it is now too late), 
care will be necessary to remove all su|>erflu- 
oui buds, as occasionally two or three shoots 
will Start out out from the same point. 
Ex­ 
cessive Summer pinching, as well us excessive 
Winier pruning, is very generally discourage)] 
by cultivators of late years, and the intricate 
theories of the books receive but Utile atten­ 
tion; indeed, they are about as plain to un­ 
derstand as a problem la Euclid is to a pupil 
in a preparatory school. 
As a general rule 
grape vines climbing at will produce moro 
aud belter fruit than those rule-aud-line speci­ 
mens that are rarely seen outside of Hic pages 
of some illustrated treatise on tho Brairo.— 
losiah lloo]*’i, in N. Y. Tribune. 


P l a n t i n g 9 n i l l T r e e s . 


Never let yet your roots become dry nor tho 
tops either for that m atter,—dig good wide 
Stoles, but not unnecessarily deep; don’t be 
afraid of soiling your hands, for the roots and 
fibres should be carefully arranged, and the 
tine soil worked in among tho interstices; 
when partially filled up pour into the hole one 
or two buckets of waler; rather plant too 
shallow than two deep; disabuse your mind 
__ the idea that yon are throwing away a p e r­ 
tion of your purchase money, when you trim- 
the branches, for such an operation will 
prove to be money in your pockets; tread th* 
soil firm and corer with a light muieb, this to 
be removed occasionally, and the soil stirred; 
stake the tree carefully, so th at the bark shall 
not be injured; and then keep your orchard 
clear from weeds. 
Do all this, and if you 
started out with thrifty young trees, tho end 
. the first season will show bot few, if any 
acant places in your rows.—A Succetsful 
Orchardist.

Slight cases 
of rheumatism are cured in a few days by 
feeding on this delicious esculent, and more 
chronic cases are much relieved, especially lf 
the patient avoids all acids, whether in food 
beverage. 
The Jerusalem artichoke has 
also a similar eflect in relieving liieuosatism. 
The beads may be eaten in the usual way, but 
tea made from the leaves of the stalk, aud 
drank three or four times a day, is a certain 
remedy, though not equally agreeable. 


Lately a trade bas been developed among 
some Rochester, N. Y., shippers, says the 
Express of that city, about whish but little is 
know.). 
It is the trade in dried potatoes.— 
Potatoes are sliced pp and dried in much the 
same m anner as dried apples. 
Oso firm in 
that city has an order on hand now for 50,- 
000 pounds of these dried potatoes, as well as 
for 1,500 bushels of onion*, which are dried 
in much the same manner. 
They are intend­ 
ed for the navy. 
A bushel of |K>tatoe* dries 
away to about ten pounds, and a bushel of 
onions to about six pounds. 
When ready, 
they are put into large tin cans, holding about 
forty pounds each, aud .waled up the same as 
oysters.

Suiull I'ruit—Scitaounble Suggeitlom . 
It is well to go over the small fruit planta­ 
tions and dross them up for the Summer cam­ 
paign. The surface drosalug of manure which 
should have been placed around them last 
Autumn must now bo carefully forked under 
the soil—forked, I say, as a spade is too apt 
to mutilate the roots. Currants, perhaps, 
need more attention in the way of pruning 
than anything else in this department. They 
require some little experience to decide just 
what should be removed, as well as what 
should remain. Where the currant-borcr has 
been abundant the old wood should very gen­ 
erally be cut out, at least when any marks of 
his travels show on examination. What we 
want is plenty of sound healthy young shoots 
and no old, mossy bark. How any writer can 
recommend training currants to a single tree­ 
like stem, and then expect to have a frequent 
renewal of young wood, is more than I can 
ascertain. 
Raspberries and blackberries need but little 
alteulion at this season, but that little should 
be given I hem. If not performed last Au­ 
tumn, the old bearing canea, now dead,shpuld 
of course be removed and the young canes 
trimmed in soinc.vhat aud neatly tied to 
stakes. The system of Summer pinching ob­ 
viates iu a great measure after-pruning, and 
in addition makes a much finer shaped plant. 
I do not favor severe Summer pinching, but 
an occasional stoppago of the strong growth 
induces more twigs and consequently more 
fruit; iu other words, leaf buds are more 
abundant as well as flower buds? and every 
oue knows, or should know, that to grow 
good fruit, wo must have an abundance of 
good foliage, the one can never be produced 
without the assistance of the other. 
Gooseberries are inclined to form too many 
twigs, many of which are barren. A careful 
thinning out of these superfluous branches is 
advisable, and bear in mind that gooseberries 
delight in good strong soil; one plant thor­ 
oughly enriched will produce more fruit that 
is satisfactory, than a dozen weak bushes al­ 
lowed to grow at will. The farmer’s usual re­ 
ply to the good careful heusewife is too often, 
“ OhI never mind manuring them, gooseber­ 
ries will take care of themselves;” but I don’t 
like my fingers’ scratched for "nothing, and 
when I do sufler from sharp prickles, let it be 
for good plump fruit that tells in the meas­ 
ure.I never approach the strawberry question 
without a feeling akin to that of the belliger­ 
ent stranger, who, upon approaching a fair, 
inquired, “ Is this a free fight!” and reeeived 
for an answer, “ It is,” accompanied with a 
blow between’the eyes. The great dissimi­ 
larity in judgment about the proper care of 
strawberries seems to make it a sort of neu­ 
tral ground, whereon there is a constant 
“ free fight” of opiuions, and lucky is he who 
does not receive a stroke from some one who 
holds a contrary opinion. I contend for re­ 
moving runners, fertilizing the soil, mulching 
the surface, and not crowding the plants in 
arden culture; growers for market probably 
understand their business better than I do, so 
they may pass over this paragraph if they 
feel so inclined. 
Although grapes do not properly come un­ 
der the heading of small fruits, but form a 
kind of connecting link between tho two di­ 
visions, still I want to throw out a hint inre- 
ard to their needs, now that thfe buds are 
swelling. If the vines were trimmed last Au­ 
tumn or Winter (if not, it is now too late), 
care will be necessary to remove nil superflu­ 
ous buds, as occasionally two or three shoots 
will start out out from the same point. Ex­ 
cessive Summer pinching, as well as excessive 
Winter pruning, is very generally discouraged 
by cultivators of late years, and the intricate 
theories of the books receive but little atten­ 
tion; Indeed, they are about as plain to un­ 
derstand as a problem in Euclid is to a pupil 
in a preparatory school. As a general rule 
grape vines climbing at will produce moro 
and better fruit than those rule-aad-line speci­ 
mens that are rarely seen outside of the pages 
of some illustrated treatise on tho grape.— 
Josiah Hoopes, in N. Y. Ti'ibune.

P la n tin g F ru it T rees 
Never let yet your roots become dry nor tho 
tops either for that matter,—dig good wide 
lióles, but not unnecessarily deep; don’t be 
afraid of soiling your hands, for tho roots and 
fibres should be carefully arranged, and the 
line soil worked in among tho interstices; 
when partially filled up pour into the hole one 
or two buckets of water; rather plant too 
shallow than two deep; disabuse your mind 
of the idea that you are throwing away a por­ 
tion of your purchase money, when you trim 
iu the branches, for such an operation will 
prove to be money in your pockets; tread the 
soil firm and cover with a light mulch, this to 
be removed occasionally, and the soil stirred; 
stake the tree carefully, so tha t the bark shall 
not be injured; and then keep your orchard 
clear from weeds. Do all this, and if you 
started out with thrifty young trees, the end 
of the first season will show but few, if any 
vacant places in your rows.—A Successful 
Orchanlist. 


m edical V alue of Asparagus 
A medical correspondent of an English 
journal says that the advantages of a»paragus 
are not sufficiently estimated by those who 
sufler with rheumatism and gout. Slight cases 
of rheumatism are cured iu a few days by 
feeding on this delicious esculent, and more 
chronic cases are much relieved, especially if 
the patient avoids all acids, whether in food 
or beverage. The Jerusalem artichoke has 
also a similar effect in relieving rheumatism 
The heads may be oaten in the usual way, but 
tea made from the leaves of the stalk, and 
drank three or four times a day, is a certain 
remedy, though not equally agreeable. 


Lately a trade has been developed among 
some Rochester, N. Y., shippers, says the 
Express of that city, about which but little is 
known. It is the trade in dried potatoes.— 
Potatoes are sliced up and dried in much the 
same manner as dried apples. One firm in 
that city has an order on hand now for 50, 
000 pounds of these dried potatoes, as well as 
for 1,500 bushels of onions, which are dried 
in much the same manner. They are intend­ 
ed for the navy. A bushel of potatoes dries 
away lo about ten pounds, and a bushel of 
onions to about six pounds. When ready, 
they are put into large tin cans, holding about 
forty pounds each, and ¡sealed up the same as 
oysters. 
• Imagine a hedge formed of one of the 
loveliest of all tea roses, the Gloire do 
Dijon, and yet The Garden reports such a 
one at Applecross, in the grounds of Lord 
Middleton. It is five fee* in bight, over 200 
feet long, and is supported by a neat wire 
fence composed of five strands. In our 
Northern States this variety is exceedingly 
fickle, but at the Soatb. and in California, it 
should receive more attention. When in full 
bloom this hedge, in addition to Us show of 
beautiful flowers, must bo something remark­ 
able for delirious fragrance.

The feeling at the scene of 
the (taaster is very olrong against the super­ 
intendent, who is believed to be culpable in 
uot permitting the inspection of the boilers 
lust Winter as well as in not stopping tbe mill 
t> repair the 
defect in 
the boiler 
be- 
ore it blpw up. 
Further light will be thrown 
on the matter by the verdict of the coroner’s 
inquest, which will lie held to-day. 


We commend to the Washington manipu­ 
lators of Indian aflairs the “ talk” of Spotted 
Tail, chief of the Sioux, to the Peuce Com­ 
missions the other da.v at the agency of the 
tribe. 
That plain-spoken aborigine tells bis 
Great Father to forward those “ mules aud 
cattle he promised and uot to disappoint bis 
red children so oflcu aud so grievously.” Let 
anybody study the history of white ways with 
red men siuce Die balance of power fell into 
the hands of the former, and he will certainly 
find a human reason why the Indiaus still 
banker after white scalps. Spoiled Tail should 
represent his people ia Congress. 


It is to be hoped that our State Department 
Will exact satisfaction from the Danish gov­ 
ernment for sending a brace of her convicts 
here last week—tbe police authorities of Co­ 
penhagen paying their expeuses. 
We are 
able to manufacture criminals out of both 
foreign and domestic material uh fast as we 
can take care of them; and, therefore, stand 
in.no need of importing the completed arti­ 
cle. 
There has been altogether too much ten 
deucy to make the United States a dumping 
ground for European nastiness, and if it is uot 
otherwise stopped we can send the old coun­ 
tries a few shipments that will make them 
glad to cry quits. 


We are badly in need of a fresh and orig­ 
inal i »Urlst; as a certain Sunday School Su­ 
perintendent said of his little flock, “There 
is uot a flrst-elass giggler in it,” so there Is no 
one now bandliug Die pen who seems equal 
to the demands of the times. Oar usual news­ 
paper aud magazine jokes are mossy with age 
and we have nothing to replace them with in 
case (boy were allowed a well-earned respite 
from the*responsibilities of their position.— 
The wriggllngs and writhing* of the average 
paid correspondent from Washington to be 
caustic aud funny enough to merit his irregu­ 
lar stipend are something very painful to wit­ 
ness. 


The warm weather holds off, but its coming 
is sure us that of the tax-gatherer, tlieitas- 
bill collector or the busy bore. 
Look out now 
Tor summer diseases, and kill oil their incipient 
causes. 
Stagnant pools, old ship-yhrds fall 
of decaying wood, damp cellars, bad drains, 
cess-pools in yards, sluggish and foul l.rooks 
are umoug them. 
Clean them out or 
de­ 
stroy them so fur as possible. 
If Kondout has 
i»eeu exempt hitherto Iroui pestilences result­ 
ing from miasuia, it is not from lack of Plen­ 
tiful nuisances on both sides of tbe creek 
above aud below our ferry landings. 
To trusi 
luck lo> far is to tempt providence. 
Hut who 
cares until it is too lato to care? 


Sunday temperance mass meet lugs are com­ 
ing into vogue we see in our principal city 
¿•¿lurches. All right, we agree with it heartily, 
ami rpgurJ the fact as a hopeful sign of the 
limns. High noon of the world's long day may 
trot quite be here,but when we see theologians 
and Christian bodies forgetting the old bick­ 
ering about the shape of uu investment or the 
grace of a genuflexion to consider doing good 
as iku substance of religion, and holding that 
no day is too sacred to use to save men in, we 
feel that the sun is climbing towards the ze­ 
nith. 
But what would the “fathers” lmve 
said? 
It'* of no consequence; they are hap­ 
pier away ia Ileaveu, and we are better ofl to 
have them there. 


It is a comfort to feel that one is a prophet, 
even though his prophecy be a cold shadow. 
Wo expected Die French republic to lie a sham 
and it is a sham. 
The temptation to abuso 
power is too strong for any recent Frenchman 
—perhaps with Die solitary exception of M. 
Thiers. 
M. do Broglie has manifestly caught 
the President fever, and it i* rapidly running 
him into the historical delirium which usually 
sends men Dial have it to the guillotino or 
out Of the country. The absurdesl phase of 
bis disease is likely to be iu the end Die most 
fatal oue: the suppression of newspapers and 
bis official interdict against tbe discussion by 
them of the leptemat. 
We think it is clear 
enough that Ut belle France is just now “ en- 
joylug” as pronounced and us merciless a 
tyranny as has troubled her since the first 
revolution. 
Louis XVIII., Charles X., Cav- 
aguac au.i Napoleon ill. were lambs compared 
with the tigerish republican* (?) that now 
suck the blood of the people in the name of 
freedom. Madame Roland’s apostrophe is too 
familiar to quote, but recurring conditions 
ju her belom l country are constantly bring­ 
ing up her words in the form of a mental sug­ 
gestion. 


A a s t h e r W a rd o n M u rd er M u u iu . 
We read the comment of our friend, the 
Tribune, upon mania as a factor in crime with 
so much approbation, that wo regret all the 
more two or three cureless admissions which 
it seems to us are made in connection with 
Uiam. 
Thus, in speaking of Die execution of 
Waltz, whom it truthfully characterizes as 
having been totally irresponsible for his acts, 
the Tribune adds: “ In case* wlieru tbe hu­ 
manitarian view lias been followed, tbe re­ 
sults arc not satisfactory.” To illustrate this 
¡the case of one Bisgrove is cited, who killed a 
¡sleeping stranger by Die roadside with no 
conceivable motive, was sent te an Insane 
Asylum, but soon after made a murderous 
assault upon his keeper and escaped. 
This 
result was “ not satisfactory,” we suppose. 
Not satisfactory to whom and for what rea­ 
son? 
If the man committed one murderous 
assault uuder the inspiration of mania upon 
a casual stranger, why should it be held as 
strange that he should commit another like it 
upon bis keeper or upon anyone else within his 
reaoh ? 
Who is better aware than the highly 
enlightened Tribune that insanity of the kind 
exhibited by Bisgrova or by Waltz, ir not 
absolutely 
incurable, 
at 
least 
requires 
time, skill aud patience for its successful 
treatm ent? Statistics are not necessary to 
prove so patent and familiar a fact as this. 
Then why call a failure on the part of a mor­ 
al!} and mentally unsound man to metamor­ 
phose himself Into a bishop or a pliilosplier 
immediately upon the heels oflii3lirst success­ 
ful attem pt ut tukinglife, “ unsatisfactory ?’’ In 
that light—we mean in obedience to a princi­ 
pio the inversion of which is here indicated— 
we imagine very little of a soothing or hope­ 
ful character would ever tie found. 
Again 
tbe Tribune remarks apropos to tho execution 
of Waltz: “On the whele, a labor-saving com­ 
munity will be inclined to approve the dispo­ 
sition which has been made of the double 
murderer ofCutskill, and his sacrifice will be 
a Judicious one if it leads to some clearer and 
more intelligent management of the subject of 
insanity in crime than we have been of lato 
accustomed to.” 
We perfectly agrwo with our contemporary 
in thinking that tbe conclusion of the “labor- 
saving community” will be what is here set 
down; aud just for that reason wo (and the 
Tribune evidently does the same) heartily de­ 
spise that “labor-saving community” so far as 
It is such. 
Hanging was, in the case of 
Waltz, a short and final way out of a perplex­ 
ity; and carries with it exactly the amount of 


contemptibly csua v u k s tu tbit shopt-metrs 
wayi of ridding tbs woridaf long qistrs iron* 
bled and cemplleatlohi uiually do. 
How 
neatly this method woiild help us tfifoilgll 
tflany another ptíSzliúg tribulation Is cleat? 
after a pioment's thodsfUL tf we coiild only 
make up our minds to -adopt the plan prac­ 
ticed—was it in Sparta ?—of killing oft all sick­ 
ly, weak or deformed children out of hand 
within a day after their birth, what a perfect 
mountain of subsequent worry and expense 
should we not save families and tbe state? 
ADd if It is 
right 
to 
hang 
a 
fellow 
like Waltz, who was unquestionably a moral 
monstrosity, for the sake of making thereby 
an easy disposition of an incongruous and 
perplexing case, taking the chances of doing 
legal murder ourselves when we doubted 
whether he had done an illegal one, why not 
anticipate even the small sum of bother lie 
gave the community by strangling sucli as lie 
in 
their infancy? Surely there is no logi­ 
cal reason whv not. 
The fact is the gallows stands as an absurd 
institution in the midst of a civilization whose 
prevailing sentiment has outgrown its use. 
We hold, as long as we retain it, the ridlcu 
lous position of not hanging enough or bang 
ing too much. 
We either have too many cap 
itat oflences or infinitely too few, the solu­ 
tion »f the problem depending upon how far 
society clioses to cousider itself possessed of 
the right to rid itself of its uncomfortable or 
destructive elements. 
Now, it ought not to 
be necessary for us to say that we believe our­ 
selves to be growing in the direction of salva­ 
tion, wot <5T demolition, of saving Die pieces, 
not of tearing down structures. 
Insanity, as 
the Tribune welt says, is now a recognized 
disease, as much as small-pox or yellow fever. 
If Joe Waltz was not insane, then there is no 
evidence that can prove a man insane in the 
face of a pig headed Jury or oí a few hundred 
roaripg mobocrats sucli as attempted to as­ 
sassinate the stupid “ Lunarian” of Catskil| 
jail. 
We have certainly got to learn some new 
tricks iu our way of handling certain novel 
grades of crime which are being more an J 
more produced by our corporately diseased 
and fungus 
civilization. 
Prejudice and 
clamor, such as threatened Gov. Dix the other 
day with the application of lynch law to 
Waltz unless the execution was permitted to 
go ou, must be dropped as the essence of a 
barbarism that would disgrace Aahantee; and 
the “labor-saviug” idea us related to penalty 
for crime, must either he discarded altogether, 
or be expected to end iu the legitimate result 
of ignorance and despotism.

TH* SANBORN OOMRACTS. 
The Committee on Ways end Means are cofi* 
sidering a bill to repeal tbe provisions of tbe 
law under which the Sanborn and other like 
contracts were made. 
The committee are 
anxious to have these contracts annulled, but 
have not yet agreed apon tbe best manner of 
doing so. 
Should the contracts be annulled 
the contractors would, under tbe present law, 
be entitled to go to the Court or Claims lor 
relief, and therefore It Is a question whether 
they should be excluded from this remedy and 
provided with one in an appeal to Congress 
W a shington, May 3.—The Committee on 
Ways and Means will to-morrow make a re- 
l>ort on Die Sanborn cases. 
So far as can be 
verbally ascertained they recite the law and 
give a narrative of the transactions under it 
as derived from testimony. 
The Kelsey con­ 
tract, being the first that was made, is given 
at. length as a specimen of all Die contracts, 
that of Sanborn included, the phraseology of 
all of them being similar. 
They discuss the 
order given under the signature of Secretary 
Boutwell, addressed to Assessors and Collec­ 
tors of Internal Revenue, directing them to 
assist the several contractors in such way a j 
they may ask In the examination of thetr 
books. 
It will be recollected that Secretary 
Boutwell, in his testimony before tho commit­ 
tee, stood by this order as right and proper, 
saying it merely allowed them to see the rec­ 
ords with reference to persons who withheld 
taxes due the government, so as to avoid 
going after those who had paid their taxes.— 
But without alluding te this testimony Die 
committee condemn tho order on the ground 
that instead of Internal Revenue officers as­ 
sisting Sanborn and others the latter should 
have assisted the officers. 
The committee 
find fault with the unsatisfactory evidence of 
the officers of Die Treasury Department, some 
of them having endeavored to evade the re­ 
sponsibility connected with the preparation 
and making of tbe contracts. The first con­ 
tract of the kind was made under Secretary 
Boutwell and the present Secretary of the 
Treasury and his subordinate officials merely 
carried out the policy. 
The committee do not 
find that any of these officers wero in what 
they did influenced by any corrupt or person­ 
al motive, and in couclusion of their report 
the committee recommend tbe repeal of the 
law uuder which the coutracts were made and 
that the contracts be annulled.

The Shawangunk Paper 
Mill Blown to Pieces. 


Boiler Thrown 600 Feet. 


Seven Persons Killed and Three 


Seriously Wounded. 


T H E R E S U L T OE C R I M I N A L 
CARELESSNESS. 


The passengers who arrived with the 8:30 
p. m. train on tho Waiiktll Valley Railway, on 
Saturday, brought with them the awful intel- 
igonce that a boiler had exploded in the Sha­ 
wangunk paper mill owned by I. D. Comfit, 
Jr., and that a number of persons were killed 
anti wounded. 
A Freeman reporter left tho 
city early Sunday morning and reached Him 
wungunk aboat 0 o’clock. 
He found 
the 
roads leading to the village thronged with 
wagons tilled with people hurrying toward the 
ruins. 
When he arrived there he found the 
building almost a total wreck; on* end of the 
boiler having carried off an entire section of 
the building and shaken the roof and walls of 
the remaining portion down. 
Bricks, pieces 
of boards, straw, m ortar, and chunks of m a­ 
chinery lay scattered in all directions. 
One 
piece of the boiler which weighed ghoul five 
tons, being nine feet long end ell feet wide, 
ley on a bill about 600 feet from the mill. 


TUX EXPLOSION. 
Just before six o’clock Saturday, while the 
hands of the mill who labor during the day 
were finishing up their work, the boiler ex­ 
ploded, tearing out the north end of the build­ 
ing and causing the walls and roof of the re­ 
maining portion of the building to fall iu. 
About twenty bauds were in the mill at the 
time, aud seven persons who were iu lite 
neighborhood of the boiler were killed. 
All 
the rest were more or less injured, and three 
are scarcely expected lo live. 
The following is u fist of the killed and 
wounded: 


KILLED. 
Peter Ostrander, liquor mixer. 
Mary McLaughlin, cutter tender. 
Eliza Conklin, cutter tender. 
Patrick Taey, straw-cutter feeder. 
VV. B. Hill, boiler tender.

William B. Hill, aged SO, was working be­ 
hind the boiler aud near the ash-txb. He was 
crushed down into the ash-tub, te d probably 
instantly killed. Both of his legs were broken, 
and bis fsce was mashed to a jelly. He leaves 
a wife and two children. 
Mary McLaughlin, aged about 20, and Eliza 
Conklin, aged IS, were at work about fifteen 
feet in the rear of the boiler and wero crushed 
down on the chairs they sat on, by the root 
Jailing on them. 
Mary's face was very much 
swollen and discolored. 
She had both legs 
broken. 
Eliza was talking to Mr. E. H ar­ 
wood, who escaped unhurt. 
Ue saw both 
girls crushed down with their chairs. 
Eliza's 
face was very much swollen, though not dis­ 
figured. 
Robert Owens was ut work in frout of the 
boiler, and was blown with the 
about 
IOO feet from the building. 
He was so badly 
disfigured as to be almost unrecognizable. 
On Friday he walked from Newburgh to Sha­ 
wangunk, so as to be Utero In time to com­ 
mence work on Saturday, and had only worked 
six hours when the explosion occurred. 
His 
mother informed our reporter that be had 
been ut work in Fishkill, and they had coaxed 
him away, and now he had come up there to 
be killed. 
Michael Flanagan was at work over the 
(toiler and must have been blown up in the 
air, for bis body was not found until the uext 
day, on the roof, about seventy-fire feet from 
the boiler. 
He was uot bruised very much, 
and must have been dead before he fell. 
Patrick Tuey was horribly disfigured, 
top of his head tieing blown off, and his 
was badly crushed. 
He leaves a family. 
Peter Ostrander was also disfigured, 
leaves a wife aud four children. 


CONDITION o r TUX WOUNDED. 
George Robinson, one of the injured, 
his upper jaw broken, nose smashed and face 
badly bruited. 
His eyes were swollen shut 
and he was suturing from internal hemorrhage. 
His recovery is doubtful. 
Joseph Johnson is badly scalded about (be 
arms und body, and head badly burned. 
He 
is delirious, but may recover. 
These men all leave families Iu very desti­ 
tute circumstances. 
Nearly all of them de­ 
pended on the mill for support, and the blow 
will deprive them of their only resource for a 
living. 
TUX HOILES. 


Tim boder was about XU feet long and 7 
feet in diameter, of the rotary description. 
It was situated between two large cylinders, 
one of which was filled with alkali, aud the 
other with steam. 
This huge boiler, which 
was packed with straw,revolved between these 
cylinders, aud was connected by large hollow 
journals, through which the steam aud alkali 
passed Into the straw. 
This made a sort of 
pulp,from which the paper was manufactured. 
The steam pressure was IOO pounds to the 
square Inch, and the boiler was leaking 
through a strained seam. 
This seam bad 
been sprung, and bad leaked for about six 
weeks. 
On Saturday It leaked worse than it 
ever had bejore, aud was thought to be dan­ 
gerous by the men employed. 
The Superin­ 
tendent, Thomas F. Tranter, had beeu to New 
Palis during the day, and when he returned 
was notified in regard to the leak. 
He said 
he would telegraph to tho owner and find out 
if be should stop the machinery and fix the 
boiler, or let it go. 
Had he ordered the ma­ 
chinery stopped, as he should have done, aud 
the steam let ell, there would not be seven 
mourning families and twenty-one fatherless 
children in Shawangunk. 
This boiler has 
been dangerous for some time, and several 
men have left the mill on that account. 
Our 
reporter interviewed several of them. 
Chaa. 
McLaughlin, an uncle of one of the girls who 
was killed, said thut be resigned two weeks 
before the first of May (bls resignation to 
take eflect on that day) because ho did uot 
deem the boiler safe. 
Josiah Martin, who 
had been a fireman in the mill a number of 
years, resigned his position the first of April. 
He told Tranter before he left that the boiler 
was unsafe, and be would not work where his 
life was in danger. 
George E. Foster, one of the firemen, was 
ill at the time of the explosion. 
Some one 
came to bim on Saturday and told him how 
the boiler leaked. 
Ho expressed his opinion 
that It was dangerous to run it then, but was 
too ill to go to the mill. 
The fact is Tranter 
does not understand the business welt enough 
to have charge of such a will; and the peo­ 
ple were so Indignant on Saturday night It 
was feared be might be lynched.

WHAT THE INSPECTOR KAYS. 
Our reporter, on his arrival at Kingston 
immediately sought out Mr. T. H. Blackwell 
Inspector of Steam Boilers for this district, who 
says he rod** out there one cold Sunday in 
February to test the boiler. 
He went on Sun 
day to accommodate the owner?, as the mill is 
run night and day. 
The man in charge 
used hint iii a very ungentlemanly manner, 
and said they would have to let their pipes 
freeze if he did it then, and said they would 
send for bim in three weeks. They never sent 
for him and this boiler was not tested. 
The old paper mill at this place was burned 
down In September, 1872, and was rebuilt so 
as to commence work last October. 
It cost 
the present owners about $73,000, and is al 
most a total loss.

The passengers who arrived with the 8:30 
p. m. train on tho Wallkill Valley Railway, on 
Saturday, brought with them the awful intel- 
igence that a boiler had exploded in the Sha­ 
wangunk paper mill owned by I. D. Condif, 
Jr., and that a number of persons were killed 
and wounded. 
A Freeman reporter left the 
city early Sunday morning and reached Sha­ 
wangunk ab o it 9 o’clock. 
He found 
the 
roads leading to the village thronged with 
wagons filled with people hurrying toward the 
ruins. 
When he arrived there he found the 
building almost a total wreck; one end of the 
boiler having carried off an entire section of 
the building and shaken the roof and walls of 
the remaining portion down. 
Bricks, pieces 
of boards, straw, m ortar, and chunks of ma­ 
chinery lay scattered in all directions. 
One 
piece of the boiler which weighed about five 
tons, being nine feet long and six feet wide, 
lay on a bill about 600 feet from the mill. 


THE EXPLOSION. 
Just before six o’clock Saturday, while the 
hands of the mill who labor during the day 
were finishing up their work, the boiler ex­ 
ploded, tearing out the north end of the build­ 
ing and causing the walls and roof of the re­ 
maining portion of the building to fall in. 
About twenty hands were in the mill at tho 
time, aud seven persons who were in the 
neighborhood of the boiler were killed. 
All 
the rest were more or less injured, and three 
are scarcely expected to live. 
The following is a list of the killed and 
wounded:

SKETCHES OF THE DEAD. 
William B. Hill, aged 30, was working be­ 
hind the boiler and near the ash-tub. He was 
crushed down into the ash-tub, and probably 
instantly killed. Both of his legs were broken, 
and his face was mashed to a jelly. He leaves 
a wife and two children. 
Mary McLaughlin, aged about 20, and Eliza 
Conklin, aged 18, were at work about fifteen 
feet in the rear of the boiler and were crushed 
down on the chairs they sat on, by the roo* 
■falling on them. 
Mary’s face was very much 
swollen and discolored. 
She had both legs 
broken. 
Eliza was talking to Mr. E. H ar­ 
wood, who escaped unhurt. 
He saw both 
girls crushed down with their chairs. 
Eliza’s 
face was very much swollen, ttiough not dis­ 
figured. 
RobertOweu3 was at work In frout of the 
boiler, and was blown with the t& tyg about 
100 feet from the building. 
He was so badly 
disfigured as to be almost unrecognizable. 
On Friday be walked from Newburgh to Sha 
wangunk, so as to be there in time to com­ 
mence work on Saturday, and had only worked 
six hours when the explosion occurred. 
Mia 
mother informed our reporter that he had 
beeu at work in Fisbkill, and they had coaxed 
him away, and now he had come up there to 
be killed. 
Michael Flanuigan was at work over the 
boiler and must have been blown up iu the 
air, for bis body was not found until the next 
day, on the roof, about seventy-five feet from 
the boiler. 
He was not bruised very much, 
and must have been dead before he fell. 
Patrick Tuey was horribly disfigured, the 
top of his head beiug blown off, and his face 
was badly crushed. 
lie leaves a family. 
Peter Ostrander was also disfigured. 
Ho 
leaves a wife and four children. 
CONDITION OF THE WOUNDED. 
George Robinson, one of the injured, had 
his upper jaw broken, nose smashed and face 
badly bruised. 
His eyeat were swollen shut 
and he was suffering from internal hemorrhage. 
His recovery is doubtful. 
Joseph Johnson is badly scalded about the 
arms and body, and head badly burned. 
He 
is delirious, but may recover. 
These men all leave families iu very desti­ 
tute circumstances. 
Nearly all of them de­ 
pended on the mill for support, and the blow 
will deprive them of their only resource for a 
living. 
THE BOILER. 
The boiler was about 20 feet long and 7 
feet in diameter, of the rotary description. 
It was situated between two large cylinders, 
one of which was filled with alkali, and. the 
other with steam. 
This huge boiler, which 
was packed with straw,revolved between these 
cylinders, and was connected by large hollow 
journals, through which the steam and alkali 
passed into the straw. 
This made a sort of 
pulp,from which the paper was manufactured. 
The steam pressure was 100 pounds to the 
square inch, and the boiler was leaking 
through a strained seam. 
This seam had 
been sprung, and hail leaked for abont six 
weeks. 
On Saturday it leaked worse than it 
ever had bejore, and was thought to be dan­ 
gerous by the men employed. 
The Superin­ 
tendent, Thomas F. Tranter, had been to New 
Paltz during the day, and when he returned 
was notified in regard to the leak. 
He said 
he would telegraph to the owner and find out 
if he should stop the machinery and fix the 
boiler, or let it go. 
Had he ordered the ma­ 
chinery stopped, as he should have done, and 
tho steam let efi, there would not be seven 
mourning families and twenty-one fatherless 
children in Shawangunk. 
This boiler has 
been dangerous for some time, and several 
men have left the mill on that account. 
Our 
reporter interviewed several of them. 
Chas. 
McLaughlin, an ancle of one of the girls who 
was killed, said that be resigned two weeks 
before the first of May (his resignation to 
take eflect on that day) because he did not 
deem the boiler safe. Josiah Martin, who 
had been a fireman in the mill a number of 
years, resigned bis position the first of April. 
He told Tranter before lie left that the boiler 
was unsafe, and be would not work where bis 
life was in danger. 
George E. Foster, one of the firemen, was 
ill at the time of the explosion. 
Some one 
came to him on Saturday and told him how 
the boiler leaked. 
He expressed his opinion 
that it was dangerous to run it then, but was 
too ill to go to the mill. 
The fact is Tranter 
does not understand tho business well enough 
to have charge of such a mill; and the peo­ 
ple were so indignant on Saturday night it 
was feared be might be lynched. 


THE INQUEST. 
Justice of the Peace Joseph H. Titus em- 


piBBvtMt it jury on Saturday night, who 
viewed the bodies, and then adjourned until 
9 o’clock Monday, When an Inquest will be 
held. 
Dr. Thomas Mlllspaugh of Walden, Dr. 
Stilwell of Dwaarskill and Dr. Theodore Mills- 
paugh of Shawangunk conducted the exami­ 
nation. 
A large number of witnesses have 
been subpoenaed to give testimoy in regard 
to tbe dangerous condition of the boiler, which 
will put Mr. Tranter, the Superintendent, In 
rather an unenviable position. 


WHAT THE INSPECTOR BAYS. 
Our reporter, on his arrival at Kingston, 
immediately sought out Mr. T. M. Blackwell, 
Inspector of Steam Boilers for this district, who 
says he rode out there one cold Sunday in 
February to test the boiler. 
He went on Sun­ 
day to accommodate the owners, as the mill is 
run night and day. 
The man in charge 
used him in a very ungentlemauly manner, 
and said they would have to let their pipes 
freeze if he did it then, and said they would 
send for him in three weeks. They never sent 
for him and this boiler was not tested. 
The old paper mill at this place was burned 
down In September, 1872, and was rebuilt so 
as to commence work last October. 
It cost 
the present owners about $75,000, and is al­ 
most a total loss.

T iic V a lu e of a L a w y e r’* Sorviccs to 
try C au se I n ju s tic e ’s C o u rt iu th e 
C o u n ty . 
Some time during the month of November 
last, one Jacob II. More, of the town of Olive, 
having been bitten in a horse trade, brought 
an action against Levi VanKleek for dama­ 
ges. 
At the lime, the case was reported in 
The Freeman, aud fully commented upon. 
The trial was had before Stephen Wade, Jus­ 
tice of the Peace at Beaverkill, and a jury. 
On the first trial the jury were unable to agree, 
and the justico issued another venire. 
Not 
being fully satisfied with the attorney who 
tried tho case on tho part of the plalntifl, 
Walter R. Emory, the brother-in-law of More, 
came to this city and employed D. W. Sparl­ 
ing to try it. 
At the second trial the jury 
managed to come to an agreement, and found 
a verdict for plaintifi of $40. 
More paid 
Sparling’s expenses during the trial of the 
case, which trial lasted from 10 o'clock in 
tbe morning until 12 at midnight. 
The plain- 
tifl’s expenses at the bar alone, for putting 
tho crowd through, was $20. 
The defendant 
not being satisfied with the verdict, appealed 
the case to the County Court. 
The plaintiff 
then discarded Sparling, and employed anoth­ 
er attorney iu the upper part of tho city. Up 
on learning this state of facts, Sparling im­ 
mediately brought an action against Jacob II. 
More for his services in attending to the case 
in justice’s court, claiming $30, which was 
tried before Squire gchepmoes on Friday. 
The plaintiff made a formal offer of $15, 
which 
Sparling 
refused to 
accept. 
On 
the trial a number ef attorneys were called on 
both sides, to give evidence in regard to the 
value of a lawyer’s services in trying a case 
injustice’s court in the country. 
The first 
witness called was Charles A. Fowler, who 
claimed it was worth $50 to try a case in a 
justice’s court, aud the standing and ability 
of the attorney would make very little difler- 
ence iu tho value of the service. 
William 
Lounsbery next came upon the stand and said 
the services were worth from $20 to $30, and 
on the cross-exaraiuation thought it was the 
rule to charge from $20 to $30 and expenses. 
A. Schooamaker, Jr., was next called, who 
swore It was worth $25, but on the cross-ex 
animation admitted he hadn’t been familiar 
with charges in justice’s court for the past ten 
years. 
Tho defeudanUcalled J. N. Fiero and 
J. M. Van Wagonen, who each testified it was 
worth from $20 to $25 to try a case in the 
country. 
The defendant testified that lie had 
never employed Sparling, aud Walter R. Em­ 
ory swore he had employed Sparling without 
the knowledge of More, and was willing and 
ready to pay him for his services to the 
amount of $15. 
Ths Justice has’not rendered 
a decision, but will probably enter up judg­ 
ment for $25 and costs.

The Put Corner Hotel, situated about one 
mile east of New Paltz, was destroyed by fire 
on Sunday about noon. 
Tho loss is about 
$3,000, but we have not learned whether the 
property was insured or not.
